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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the present 
invention relates to a magnetic random access memory device (MRAM). The 
independent claims 1 and 13 recite a MRAM cell having a wiring which extends in a first 
direction and is used to make an electric current flow to generate a magnetic field to be 
applied to said magnetoresistance element, wherein said wiring is formed so as to pass 
through a first position which is closer to said substrate than said magnetoresistance 
element and does not overlap said magnetoresistance element when viewed from a 
direction perpendicular to a main surface of said substrate, and a second position being 
above said magnetoresistance element. The PRIOR ART fails to disclose or suggest a 
MRAM cell having such a wiring as disclosed above to increase the magnetic field, 
therefore, claims 1-13 are in condition for allowance.
